JUNE 28-30, AND MR. NAIM HAS ACCEPTED. MR. NAIM 
HAS POR MANY YEARS BEEN CLOSELY ASSOCIATED WITH 
THE DIPLOMACY OF HIS COUNTRY. HE HAS SERVED BOTH 
AS POREIGN MINISTER AND AS APGHANISTAN'S 
AMBASSADOR TO THE UNITED STATES.
